+ Vows to Obey 


Senator Demands New 
Farm Bill Be Made Ex- 
ample Against Privilege 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(4)— 
Senator George, of Georgia, took 
fellow Democrats to task today, 
declaring that instead of restrict- 
ing the production of crops they 
should stick to fundamental doc- 
trines of the party. 

He thundered a challenge to an 
attentive ring of senators to take 
advantage of the “best opportunity 
in many years” and make the new 


farm bill an example of legislation 
against “special privilege.” 

Word that “George, of Georgia,” 
was going to make one of his cele- 
brated orations quickly brought 
senators trooping into the cham- 
ber. 

Instead of paying benefits to 
cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco and 
rice producers for curtailing their 
crops, he said, congress should 
look upon current overproduction 
as an emergncy, appropriate 
money to buy up surplus at prices 
near the cost of production, and 
recognize the farmer’s. “equal 
rights” with industry to run his 
own business. 

Guarantee Cost. 

In short, the southerner pro- 
posed that the government guar- 
antee farmers the cost of produc- 
tion of their surplus crops but not 
interfere with their liberty to pro- 
duce all they wanted. 

The senate farm bill, a more re-

As for draft beer, in drive-in 
shops, the price will stay the 
same but the glass will lose a 
couple of ounces, it was said. 
LeBlanc said it was tentatively 
agreed to sell draft beer at 10 
cents a glass but that the size of 
the glass would be decreased. 

The beer bill, passed by the leg- 
islature over protest of retailers 
throughout the state, places a 48- 
cent tax on every case of beer the 
retailer buys. He formerly had to 
pay an 18-cent tax. 

“We will be forced to pass this 
new beer tax on to,the consumer 
this time,” one retailer said. 
“When the tax was raised to 18 
cents we were able to absorb it. 
Now, however, we are forced to 
pass the entire tax on to the con- 
sumer.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(#)— 


The haste with which Japanese 


spokesmen assumed responsibility 


and pledged fullest reparations for 
the destruction of the American 
gunboat Panay allayed any alarm 
that a war crisis between the two 
governments was impending. 

While Washington was deeply 
stirred, there was a notable ab- 
sence of belligerent utterances, al- 
though the seriousness of the sit- 
uation wag fully admitted. Nor 
did Tokyo dispatches fail to re- 
flect equal concern in. Japanese 
government circles that an inci- 
dent of gravest possible conse- 
quence had arisen in Japanese- 
American relations. 

Pending further official disclos- 
ures, it was obvious that both here 
and in London strong representa- 
tions to Tokyo were being framed. 

(British flag vessels have been 
subjected to similar attacks.) 

There is apparently no question 
about the responsibility for what 
Japanese officials described as a 
“mistake” by Japanese aviators, 
and there is apt to. be little diplo- 
matic bickering over reparations 
and the disciplining of those re- 
sponsible. 

Go Beyond Panay. 

Washington observers expect the 
representations which will be 
made to Japan will go beyond the 
Panay and similar incidents. They 
predict a vigorous attitude both 
here and in London in demanding 
neutrals everywhere in China be 
od longer subjected to ‘such dan- 


“What confronts Tokyo, as these 
onlookers see it, is a situation that 
may result in a turning point in 
Japanese policy. There have been 
recent intimations from Japanese 
sources that civil and military ad- 
visers of the government have 
been at odds about carrying the 
campaign in China any farther. 

There appeared to be some hope 
that the gravity of the Panay in- 


cident may senia to heighten the 
influence of such groups in Japen 
as are urging a halt and new ef- 
forts toward an istice, 
- On the other hand, Japanese 
military leaders have been con- 
tending, according to some reports, 
that success in the policy of se- 
curing Chinese -‘co-operation” de- 

pends on destruction ef the Chi- 
nese Nationalist army and its lead- 
ers. 

Even congressional comment on 
the sinking of the Panay was re- 
stricted to avoid making a serious 


‘situation worse. Yet the Tokyo 


government cannot ignore the fact 
that this fresh incitement came 
at a time when there were marked 
signs of public impatience with 
Japanese actions. The Japanese 
boycott movement, supported by 
organized labor groups, might be 
strongly stimulated despite all the 
two governments could do to avert 
more official friction. The same 
is true in England and the British 
commonwealth generally. 
Resume Conferences. 

Whether there could develop out 
of the Panay sinking a change of 
attitude in Tokyo that would per- 
mit the unfruitful Brussels con- 
ference to resume its attempts for 
peace in China was not clear. For 
one thing,’ the incident might 
serve only to stiffen the Chinese 
Nationalist will to resist, because 
it increased, unquestionably, the 
tension between Washington and 
Tokyo and London ‘and Tokyo. 

.Chinese strategy in riskjng bat- 
tle in the Shanghai area has been 
based, it is believed, on the hope 
that the perils confronting west- 
ern nationals would lead to inter- 
vention by their governments. 
That failed when the Chinese were 
driven back from Shanghai. 

Yet the sinking of the Panay 
and the new attacks on British 
vessels might serve to revive Chi- 


nese hopes of ultimate help in, 


some form from the United States, 
England or a group of western 
powers. 


TOKYO IS DISMAYED 
BY PANAY SINKING 


News Kills Joy of Their Vic- 
tory as Nanking Cancels 
Celebrations. 


TOKYO, Dec. 13.—(4)—Foreign 
Minister Koki Hirota today per- 
sonally ‘called at the American 
embassy and presented the Japa- 
nese government’s “profoundest 
apologies” to Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew for the sinking of the 
United States gunboat Panay. 

As soon as news was received 
of the attack, high government of- 
ficials hurried to. a :conference 
with: members of. the imperial 
headquarters at Premier Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye’s residence. , 

The war and navy ministers 
also apologized to Ambassador 
Grew. 

There was obvious dejection at 
the navy ministry as high-rank- 
ing officers expressed fear their 
efforts to cultivate friendship with 
the United States had been nulli- 
fied.  - 

Kills Jes of Victory. 


News of the bombing apparent- 
ly stifled Tokyo’s joy over the an- 
nounced capture of Nanking, Lan- 
tern parades which had been 
scheduled were cancelled. Al- 
though great celebrations long had 
been prepared, the streets were 
abnormally quiet. 

A brief version of the Panay 
sinking was broadcast shortly aft- 
er nightfall and caused wide- 
spread dismay. Officials and pri- 
vate citizens anxious asked their 
American acquaintances what the 
United States’ attitude would be. 

Earlier, publication of the story 
had béen suppressed and the in- 
cident generally was unknown 


One of Naval Minister Admiral 
Mitsumasa Yonai’s aides sat hold- 
ing his head in his hands, eyes 
shut. Another exclaimed: “I would 
like to resign my life.” 

“We Want Friendship.” 

One high naval official said: 
“We have been doing everything 
in our power to cultivate the 
friendship and understanding of 
the American government and 
people. 

“The extent of our eagerness to 
keep America’s friendship was 
shown by our efforts in behalf of 
the grounded liner President Hoo- 
ver. Now I am afraid it is all 
nullified. 

“The erring aviators who bomb- 
ed the Panay certainly will be dis- 
ciplined. We intend to do every- 
thing possible to make amends. 
We will not attempt to dodge re- 
sponsibility through foolish ex- 
planations.” 

Earlier in the day Ambassador 
Grew had called on Hirota, told 
him shells were falling near 
American ships on the Yangtze 
river and.asked that the Japanese 
use caution. 

The British ambassador, Sir 
Robert L. Craigie, also visited the 
foreign office in connection with 
the Japanese shelling of the Brit- 
ish gunboat Ladybird at Wuhu. 
The British embassy was assured 
the war minister was making a 
personal investigation.

Even before the President could 
act, the Japanese government 
pressed every effort to allay the 
SAlmnalion that seemed rising in 
the capital. Ambassador Saito call- 
ed early on Secretary Hull to in- 
form him that his government ac- 
cepted full responsibility for the 
incident, which he characterized 
as “a great mistake, a great blun- 
der.” He expressed his. “deep re- 
gret.” 

Japan Explains Bombing. 

On behalf of the Japanese navy, 
Rear Admiral Tadao Honda, naval 
attache at Shanghai, issued the 
following statement: 

“It is my painful duty to make 
the following announcement: 

“On receipt of information on 
December 11 that Chinese troops 
from Nanking were fleeing by 
boat upriver, the naval air force 
unit was ordered to proceed to 
bomb these craft. In the course 
of these operations yesterday 
(Sunday) they mistook three 
Standard Oil ships for Chinese 
vessels. 

“It is most unfortunate that in 
the course of these operations a 
United States warship close by 
was bombed and sunk. The Japa- 
nese navy feels the greatest sym- 
pathy and the utmost regret for 
this incident. 

Aaisteneé. to Survivors. 


“The following steps have been 
taken to afford the utmost assist- 
ance to the survivors of the Panay 
and other craft: 

“1, A Japanese warship has 
been ordered at full speed to the 
scene, disregarding mines known 
to be in the Yangtze thereabouts. 
(This ship at 3 p. m. (Monday) 
was opposite Nanking and was 
due at the scene tonight (Mon- 


). 

“2. A flying boat taking relief 
will be at the scene at daylight. 

“3. Forces in the vicinity have 
been ordered to assist the victims 
all they can.” 

Admiral Honda said three naval 
airplanes took part in the attack.

commander-in-chief had ordered 
the Japanese gunboat Hozu to pro- 
ceed from Nanking to help care 
for American survivors of the 
Panay and two Standard Oil ves- 
sels. 

It was believed “regrets” might 
come directly from the Japanese 
Emperor, in view of the Presi- 
dent’s message to him. 

Diplomatic circles coupled the 
visit of British ambassador Sir 
Ronald Lindsay to Secretary Hull 
and the President’s mention of 
“other non-Chinese vessels” in his 
message to the Emperor. 

They took this to mean that a 
state of consultation, if not of co- 
operation, existed between the 
United States and Great Britain 
with respect to the incident. Jap-

gunboat. 

Japan’s Action Condemned. 
A majority of members of the 
two houses of congress who ex- 
pressed their opinion of the inci- 
dent, either on or off the floor, 
said the sinking was proof that 
the United States should have 
withdrawn its men from the scene 
of conflict, and that, at any rate, 
the incident should not germinate 
into a struggle between the two 
powers.

“Heavy fighting is going on in 
Nanking,” they said. 

Deny Pukow Taken. 

They also denied Japanese 
claims of the capture of Pukow, 
across the Yangtze river from 
Nanking. 

“The Tientsin-Pukow rail term- 
inalconstitutes the only avenue of 
Chinese escape from Nanking,” the 
Chinese said, “therefore, it is being 
defended strongly.” 

The official Japanese announce- 
ment said the fall of Nanking came 
after an intense attack in which 
the army, in co-operation with 
naval fliers, maintained relentless 
onslaughts throughout yesterday. 

The announcement said the Chi- 
nese defenders were driven north- 
ward through the city as the Japa- 
nese advanced from the southern 
and eastern sections. It said that 
the Chinese had bitterly contested 
very foot of the advance, but that 
the invaders had taken numerous 
government buildings which had 
housed machine-gun nests’ and 
snipers.

Holding a Julian Rosenwald 
traveling fellowship, Dr. Goodrich 
C. White, dean of the College of 
Arts and Sciences at Emory Uni- 
versity, left last night for New 
York, from where he will sail De- 
cember 23 on the Aquitania for 
an eight-month study of the de- 
velopment of educational centers 
in Europe. | 

Dr. White was awarded the fel- 
lowship, it was said, not only be- 
cause of his achievements as an 
educator but also because of the 
Rosenwald Fund’s interest in de- 
veloping a University Center in 
Atlanta through co-operation of 
Emory, Agnes Scott and Georgia 
Tech. 

Spending two and a half months 
of his time in the Netherlands, 


Dr. White will visit the Universi- 
ties of Utrecht, Amsterdam and 
Leyden. While in England for 
four months, he’ will study the 
conditions and technique of Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, Leeds, Liver- | 
pool, Manchester, Birmingham and 
Cardiff Universities. 
Provincial Emphasis. 

He will spend most of his time 
at provincial institutions rather 
than at Cambridge and Oxford, 
since the problems of the younger 
universities in the larger cities in 
England correspond to those at 
Emory. 

His first two weeks will be 
spent in London making contacts 
before going on to The Nether- 
lands. He will remain in The 
Netherlands until April 1, return- 
ing to the British Isles. The last 
four months of his trip will be 
spent in a tour of western Eu- 
rope.

THE SINKING OF THE PANAY 

Japan displays no fota of hesitation in -ad- 
mitting full responsibility for the sinking of the 
miniature United States gunboat, the Panay, 
in the Yangtze river. While individual blame 
has not yet been officially placed, the Japanese 
admit it was missiles from their guns and their 
planes which sent the American naval vessel to 
the bottom. 

Such an incident was inevitable while 
American ships remained in the area of battle 
between Japanese and Chinese. When planes, 
high in the air, and guns at long range are 
pouring shells into a disputed area the chances 
are 100 to 1 against any vessel, combatant or 
neutral, escaping indefinitely. 

It is deplorable that the Panay was struck, 
but its loss is not necessarily cause for undue 
excitement in America.

STATE POLICE PROVE WORTH 

The Georgia state highway patrol, in the 
first 73 days of its authority, arrested 363 per- 
sons for reckless or drunk driving, or other traf- 
fic violations, and recovered 29 stolen cars and 
property valued at $21,991 was returned to 
owners. 

Such a record alone more than justifies the 
establishment of this state-wide police force, to 
patrol the highways and enhance the safety of 
their users by enforcement of proper driving 
laws and regulations. 

While the stolen property recovered and the 
property damage prevented is in itself a fine 
record, it is unimportant in comparison to the 
lives which have, unquestionably, been saved. 

Of the 363 arrests made, 160 were on charges 
of drunk driving, while-54 were for speeding 
and reckless driving of an automobile. 

The* potential deaths which, out of such a 
number, would have occurred cannot be esti- 
mated. That there would have been some there 
is no doubt. For you cannot permit 160 drunken 
drivers and 54 speeders to drive, unchecked, on 
modern highways without death claiming in- 
nocent victims of others’ criminal folly. 

Significant is the fact that, with highway 
police patrolling the road between Atlanta and 
Athens on days when football games were 
played in Sanford stadium at the University of 
Georgia, there was not a single fatality. In 
previous years that highway, admittedly one of 
the most dangerous in the state, has been 
dotted with the remnants of wrecked cars and 
there have, almost invariably, been a full quota 
of dead and injured on every football Saturday. 

Thus it is evident that the value of the state 
police cannot be measured alone by their record 
of arrests, etc. The mere sight of the uniform 
evidently conduces to more careful driving. As 
Major John C. Carter, commander of the unit, 
points out in his report of December 1, “we 
must come to the conclusion that people just 
drive more carefully when state troopers are 
around.”

DRUNK WITH POWER 

The Italian announcement of withdrawal 
from the League of Nations is, in itself, noth- 
ing but a technicality. Actually, Italy has been 
@ member in name only, of that international 
organization, ever since the affair in Ethiopia. 
Mussolini has repeatedly evidenced his scorn 
for the League and all its pronouncements and; 
in both Ethiopia and Spain, has ignored and 
flouted its authority. Formal withdrawal makes 
no real difference in the European situation. 


There is, however, real significance in one 
feature of the incident of Saturday in Rome. 
That was found in the speech by Il Duce him- 
self, in the manner in which his expressed 
thoughts revealed his temper and lust for 
power. 

“We have air, land and sea arms, abundant 
and tempered by two victorious wars,” he pro- 
claimed, “but above all we have the heroic spirit 
of our revolution which no power in the world 
can break.” 


Such language is the language of a dicta- 
tor drunk with personal power, distorted by 
ambition and reckless of the fate either of his 
own people or of the world. It is the language 
of a would-be Alexander, a Caesar or a Na- 
poleon. And Il Duce would do well to ponder 
the fate of these three, history’s mightiest con- 
querors, ere he pushes further in his own lust 
for aggrandizement. 


Mussolini has served his country in many 
ways that are creditable. Particularly in the 
earlier period of his control, he contributed to 
the material well-being of his people. But, since 
then, he has led Italy on a headlong course. 


He has, as impartial investigators have 
found, built his power upon the grinding pov- 
erty of the masses of the Italian people. He 
has doomed them to virtual slavery and has 
forced upon them conditions of life that would 
be intolerable to a free and informed people. 


But of such is the material from which con- 
querors are made. They drive their iron-shod 
steeds over the prostrate bodies of sacrificed 
humanity and the cup from which they quaff 
the heady wine of martial glory is shaped as a 
skull, its contents a ghastly, sanguine red. 


Then, after their brief moment upon the 
pinnacle, follows the inevitable debacle as an 
outraged nation and world rise to rid them- 
Selves of an evil. And one more conqueror 
goes his lonely, disillusioned way to exile or to 
death. 

Mussolini may be leading his people to a 
brief intoxication of power upon the world’s 
stage. But, more surely, he is leading them fo 
suffering and eventual collapse. 


CHRISTMAS SEALS 
Among all the appeals for Christmas giving 
there is none that carries a warmer call for 
human sympathy than the campaign for 
Christmas seals. 


The money derived from these little stamps, 
to be affixed to mail during the Christmas sea- 
son, is used to help poor victims of tuberculosis. 
Each stamp represents a ray in the vista of 
new hope for life and health that is held out 
to sufferers from the dread, wasting disease. 


There is no more pitiful human fate than 
that of the tubercular. They hope against hope 
that something may bé done to arrest the dis- 
ease which is daily leading their weakening 
steps toward the grave. They fight, desperate- 
ly, for health and for life and, when lack of 
this world’s goods adds its fearful handicap to 
their struggle, they turn beseeching eyes to oth- 
ers better able to provide the financial sinews 
they must have, 


Steady pfogress is being made in the war 
against tuberculosis. There is real hope today 
for thousands who, a few short years ago, would 
have been doomed. But the devoted workers 
who are slowly winning the fight are harassed 
by lack of ‘money. 

One-third of the total expenses of the At- 
lanta Tuberculosis Association is dependent 
upon the Christmas seal campaign. The quota 
set is $12,000, of which approximately one-half 
has now been received. 

Atlanta should quickly make up the bal- 
ance, in order that the white-faced men, women 
and little children who flock to the associa- 
tion’s clinic may know, as quickly as possible, 
that the treatments upon which they depend 
for life can be continued for another year.

Britain Still World’s 
Greatest Colonial Power. 


That there is indeed a bad fly 
in the ointment of Anglo-French 
entente, became clear a few hours 
later when one of the observers 
at the conference let the cat out 
of the bag by saying that the 
French and English statesmen had 
achieved a community of views 
only by leaving out of their con- 
versations any controversial mat- 
ter. For instance, to the intense 
surprise of the British, the French- 
men expressed their willingness to 
discuss the colonial question with 
Germany; immediately the Brit- 
ish pulled in their horns, so te 
speak. For although they are 
quite willing to pacify and satis- 
fy and buy off Germany, it is Brit- 
ain which is the main colonial 
power in the world and also the 
power which copped the overgreat 
bulk of Germany’s colonial posses- 
sions after the war. 

It seems that the British incline 
more to the view that Germany 
could be satisfied in eastern 
Europe, that is to say by giving 
her what is known as a free hand 
in Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Hun- 
gary, Rumania and the Soviet 
Union. But on this point the 
French are not in agreement. 
Czechoslovakia and Rumania and 
the Soviet country are allies of 
France, France can’t just give 
them up like that. No doubt, 
France could be made to an- 
nul the Franco-Soviet pact of 
mutual assistance, but in return 
for that she would want extra 
strong guarantees from Britain, 
nothing less than a military: alli- 
ance, Without allies France is not 
a first class power and becomes 
altogether dependent on England. 
It is therefore not likely that 
France will accept such a deal at 
once, for it means nothing less 
than stepping down from the po- 
sition of first place in the Euro- 
pean continent.

Procrastination. 


The statesmen, seeing their at- 
tempts to come to some arrange- 
ments, heading straight for the 
rocks, thereupon took another 
course. They resorted to the well- 
tried trick of procrastination. They 
agreed that they would discuss the 
German problem some time in the 
future. What was said on the sub- 
ject of Italy is not known. That 
is another delicate matter which 
needs careful handling. Mussolini 
has been exerting so much ener- 
gy in the last few years and is in 
so dire a plight economically that 
he is not likely to be satisfied with 
some reassuring statements. Not 
words, action, that is to say 
money is what the Duce wants. 
Britain is willing to come across 
with the loan, but demands cer- 
tain concessions. 

And there is just the point: 
neither Hitler nor Mussolini are 
prepared to make the slightest 
concession. ‘They argue that that 
which they ask be given to them 
as by right and not as a basis for 
concessions on their part. The Ger- 
man press said this outright on the 
day, following the initiation of the 
Anglo-French conversations. In 
this the voice of the German press 
is the voice of the German gov- 
ernment. The Frankfurter Zei- 
tung asked plainly: “Are the two 
governments (Paris and London) 
aware of it that Germany wants 
her rights and is not prepared to 
barter?” 

In the final analysis there seems 
to be little real cause for optimism. 
The only definite gain is that the 
powers agreed to discuss German 
colonial claims, but for that in- 
tend to call in Holland, Belgium, 
Portugal and some others. In oth- 
er words: England and France are 
not going to disgorge alone. Hol- 
land and Belgium and Portugal 
may also contribute to the pacifi- 
cation of Germany, although not 
they but England, Japan, France, 
the Union of South Africa, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand are the ones 
who took Germany’s colonies after 
the war.

CORAL GABLES, Fla., Dec. 13. 
(?)—Johnny Revolta, of Evanston, 
IIL, sent a 20-foot putt curling into 
the cup on the final green today 


to win the $10,000 Miami Bilt- 
more open golf tournament with a 
282, two under par for the 72 
holes. 

That long putt for a birdie gave 
Revolta the $2,500 top prize and 
averted a playoff with Jimmy 
Thomson, of Shawnee, Pa., and 
Dick Metz, of Chicago, who ‘came 
out of a wild scramble down the 
home stretch with 283’s. They split 
second and third-place money, 
each collecting $1,125. 

All three, playing erratically in 
a breeze that permitted only three 
sub-par scores today, shot 73’s on 
the final round, as did,Sam Snead, 
of White Sulphur Springs, W: Va., 
who finished with a 284 to win 
the $750 fourth money. 


ONE OVER RECORD. 


Revolta’s 282 was one stroke 
over the tournament record set in 
1935 by Horton Smith, of Chi- 
cago. Smith’s 72 today gave him 
a 285 and $650, Henry Picard, of 
Hershey, Pa.; E. J. Harrison, of 
Little Rock, Ark., and Ed Dudley, 
of Philadelphia, tied at 287. Dud- 
ley had a 72 today and Picard 
equaled par 71 today, while Har- 
son, until recently an amateur, 
shot a 74. Each of the three earn- 
ed $450. 

All the pressure was on Revolta 
when he lined up his putt and sent 
the ball rolling across the green 
to drop into the cup while the 
crowd gasped, then roared con- 
gratulations. Thomson had already 
finished with his 283 and Metz, 
playing with Revolta, had put his 
approach putt next to the can to 
assure himself of the same figure. 

“That cup looked a mile away,” 
Revolta smiled later. 

Revolta said the new 14-club 
limit, enforced in this tournament 
by agreement of the players, did 
not affect his score, although at 
least once today he wished for a 
two iron he had left in his locker. 


USES 11 CLUBS.

For the time being he 
tagged Thomas and let it go at 
that. 

Then, after breezing the early 
rt of the seventh, Schmeling 
again turned on the steam, Thom- 
as’ began to-buckle again at the 
knees, but he did not go down for 
the first time until just as the 
ball sounded to end the seventh. 
A direct hit with Schmeling’s 
right sent Harry down and left

Systematically and with a grin

Schmeling dropped Thomas six 
times in the eighth round.

Only after the sixth and 
last knockdown of the round did 
the arbiter insist upon calling a 
halt. Thomas, up on his feet again 
after another two-second count, 
was glassy-eyed but still willing. 

It was not a severe test for 
Schmeling, who appeared to have 
the situation under control at 
nearly every stage, but demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of a 
critical ringside gallery that the 
German’s layoff of 18 months has 
deprived him of none of his 
punching powers. 

Champion Joe Louis, with whom 
Schmeling has a return date for 
next June with the title at stake, 
watched the fight from the ring- 
side after being greéted before- 
hand with mingled boos and 
cheers as he was introduced from 
the ring. 

HARD TO HIT. 

Schmeling said afterward. he 
found Thomas harder to hit than 
Louis, because of the Chicagoan’s

conceded he took few risks in the 
early stages and was satisfied with 
the outcome.
